Microtransit- privately operated transit, on-demand service in 

vehicles carrying 12-20 people, often mirrors public transit routes 



Transportation Network Companies (TNCs)- point-to-point 

rides, smart phone interface and integrated payment; more 

recently UberPool and LyftLine compbine multiple trips into one
